I found 
lint nl about thirty or fortv yards from Iho 
lighls I coul:! read small p'rint easily; still 
tho lights gavo no painful glaro whatever, 
but really formed clmrraing objects, which 
it was difficult to keep one's eyes off. The 
moon soon nflcrwards rose, and it was clear 
how wonderfully similar tbe two lighls 
wcro. F.ich of Iho globes, nt about thirty 
yards, seemed like n full nioon, nnd gave 
about a-: much light.

a country which wo consider so backward as 
Spain should ho experimenting with thij 
light, nnd with such success, while London 
has not yet even fried tho light."
